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County 
Sets Smog 
Hearing

Possibility of more stringent 
anti-smog controls over oil re 
Series was seen this week as 
the County Board of Super­ 
visors set September 29 for a 
public hearing to consider 
adopting a regulation to pro­ 
hibit the use of open skimming 
ponds and separators, Super­ 
visor Kenneth Hahn announced.

Action was taken after Super 
visor Hahn requested Smog 
Control Officer Smith Griswold 
to bring in recommendations

t enacting specific sugges- 
ns set forth in the "Beckman 

Report" which have not yet 
been put into force.

In acting on Supervisor 
Hahn's suggestion, Griswold 
Mated that for the past year 
efforts had been made to get 
refineries to voluntarily cover 
over all open skimming ponds 
and separators.

He admitted that the pro­ 
gram had not been successful, 
Wice many of the refineries re­ 
fused to cooperate, but that 
gome companies had covered 95 
per cent of their ponds and 
separators.
